demonetization of silver, begun in 1878 
and continued till 1898. lu that year 
the repeal of tho Sherman law in tho 
United States aud the closing of tho In- 
dian mints to the coinage of silver end- 
ed the last government attempt to up- 
hold tho price of the whito metal. Now 
only Mexico, some of the South Amor- 
icon, republics and tho Asiatic nations 
are wholly or partially ou a silver basis. 
At the beginning of 1803 silver bullion 
was 83J2 cento lui ounce in Now York, 
At the end of December it was only 03. 
The average Trice to'tho yoarwasTS. 2. 


Mr. Rothwell finds that two results 


have followed tho repeal of tho Sher- 
man law. 
One was a reduction of tho 


"disproportionately high wages paid for 
labor in tho Rocky mountains;" tho 
other was 1111 increase in the production 
of gold. 
Old or low tirade gold mines 


were reopened, and some valuable new 
ones wero discovered, notably tho do- 
posits at Cripple Creek, Colo. The effect 
was an increase over 1892 of ifS, 000,000 
in our gold production. 
This much at 


least is encouraging. The total gold out- 
put in tho United States for 1893 was 
nearly $80,000,000. Colorado yielded 
more than a third of this. We produced 
within a fow dollars tho same amount 
of gold in 1808 that wo did in 1878. 


With silver, however, tho case is dif- 


ferent. 
In 1S78 our mines yielded 27,- 


805,712 ounces. In 1898 they yielded 
00,500,000 ounces. Tho value of tho 
silver mined in 1873 was SS85,750,000. 
In 1808 the almost doubled output, cal- 
culated at tho average valuo of 78.3 an 
ounce, was only $-17,811,000. Calculat- 
ed on tho United States coining basis of 
$1.2029 per ounce, this silver would 
have been worth $78,230,450, which is 
tho value nssi^ncd to it in J\Ir. Roth- 
well's table. Silver prrxHictiou in tho 
United States fell off 45,000,000 ounces 
in 1893.
